Fifty-Fourth  Season  New  Piasa  Chautauqua 


The  1939  season  at  Chautauqua  will  open  Saturday,  July  1st, 
and  continue  until  Monday,  September  4th,  Labor  Day.  For  over 
50  years,  Chautauqua  has  been  conducted  as  a  successful  Summer 
Resort.  It  is  ideally  located  in  a  beautiful  valley  on  the  banks  of 
the  mighty  Mississippi  River,  about  35  miles  north  of  St.  Louis. 
Here  the  river  is  called  Lake  Rainey,  since  the  closing  of  the  Alton 
Dam,  and  at  Chautauqua's  beach  is  a  cool,  clear  Lake,  26  miles  long 
and  in  some  places  5  miles  wide.  Sail-boating,  motor-boating,  and 
all  forms  of  aquatic  sports  are  becoming  very  popular  on  the  lake. 

Daily  programs  of  interest  to  young  and  old  are  arranged  to 
make  the  summer  more  enjoyable. 

A  large  open  air  swimming  pool  is  in  operation  during  the 
season,  filled  with  clear,  sparkling  spring  water.  Two  lifeguards  are 
in  constant  attendance,  and  the  pool  in  addition  to  being  safe,  is 
supervised  for  health  and  sanitation. 

Athletic  events  of  every  description  are  arranged  for  daily 
entertainment:  tennis,  volleyball,  roque,  horseshoe  pitching,  base- 
ball, swimming,  boating,  field  days  for  young  and  old,  fishing,  and 
basketball  are  some  of  the  supervised  sports. 

At  Chautauqua  there  is  an  atmosphere  of  culture  and  refine- 
ment, and  many  warm  friendships  are  made  there.  Chautauqua 
stands  essentially  for  clean  living  and  healthy  outdoor  sports. 
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Rock  cliffs  such  as  "Lovers1  Leap'1,  pictured  above, 
face  the  lake  and  form  an  imposing  entrance  to  Chautau- 
qua. Rich  in  beauty  and  Indian  history  makes  hiking  most 
interesting  over  miles  of  such  scenery.

The  waters  of  "Pool  26,'"  the  official  name  of  the  lake  created  by  waters 
impounded  behind  the  Mississippi  River  Dam  at  Alton,  maintain  a  true  stage 
of  419  feet  above  sea  level  according  to  Col.  P.  S.  Reinecke  of  the  United 
States  Army  Engineer  District  office  in  St.  Louis. 

The  lake,  over  26  miles  long,  and  in  some  places  as  much  as  5  miles  wide, 
is  without  current  and  ideal  for  sailing,  motor  boating,  canoeing  and  all  kinds 
of  water   sports.
